Farm  goali  a«»ignecl  to  Traiuylvania  county  for  thi»  critical  year  were 
analyzed  and  thorou^jhly  diicuMed  at  a  meeting  Saturday  morning 
in  the  county  agent'*  office,  which  wa»  attended  by  25  of  our  lead- 
ing farmert  and  representative*  of  other  activities.  Thi«  meeting  wa» 
marked  by  a  spirit  of  buoyant  and  determined  optimism,  and  this 
corporation  gladly  purchases  this  space  to  reveal  the  goals  and  in 
the  further  hope  that  it  will  convey  to  the  people  of  the  county  at 
large  a  spirit  of  hopeful  resolution. 

Large  increases  have  been  asked  in  some  crops,  moderate  increases 
in  others,  reductions  in  some,  as  will  be  noted  from  the  data  on  this 


Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  crops  in  which  major  increases 
have  been  asked.  These  crops  are  listed  on  this  page,  with  figures 
showing  the  standard  yield  for  Western  North  Carolina  and  suggest- 
ed methods  of  obtaining  them. 

These  data  as  to  yields  were  gathered  and  compiled  by  the  exten- 
sion farm  management  specialist  from  reports  by  hundreds  of  farta- 
ers  in  Western  North  Carolina.  There  is  nothing  visionary  or  impos- 
sible about  them;  they  reveal  what  our  own  farmers  have  ACTUAL- 
LY DONE  and  can  do  again.  Crops  below  the  standard  are  classified 
"low"  or  "poor";  above,  "good"  or  "high."
